Sun Yat-sen serves aa the vital 
spark in such a regeneration, then 
this reformer's life, which now ap­ 
pears to have been so impractical 
and so futile, will have been neither 
impractical nor futile. 
Sun Yat-sen w as 
an 
agitator. 
pure and sim ple, and his failures 
were due to that fact. 
He agitat­ 
ed m ost effectively for the aboli­ 
tion of the Manchu power: 
So do­ 
ing he set in motioh within him­ 
self a faculty that could not be 
stopped. Tile agitating center in 
his brain was Ilk** the fairy salt 
grinder that made the sea salt. He 
couldn’t stop it. 
It was probably consciousness of 
this fact that made Dr. Sun resign 
the presidency of the republic as 
soon as he had entered the office. 
He had to agitate and it was neces­ 
sary that som eone else be presi­ 
dent 
so Dr. 
Sun 
could agitate 
against him. 
Therefore, 
having 
set up the republic he spent the 
rest of his life agitating against the 
men trying to run it. 
So he ruin­ 
ed as lunch as he built. 
A curious com bination of effec­ 
tive energy and im practical dreams 
but that’s a common description 
of the outstanding reformers.

that class Sun Yat-sen stands out 
as the dazzling figure of his age.
